Chairm an Hay of the hou se military 
affairs com mittee the text of a resolu ­ 
tion au thorizing the president to draft 
the national gu ard for “service on for­ 
eign soil." 
Hay asked u nanimou s con­ 
sent in the hou se for im mediate con­ 
sideration of the resolu tion. 
The governors of thirty-nine states 
acknowledge receipt of the president’s 
order, calling ou t the national gu ard. 
Among the states yet to bo heard from 
is 
New 
Jersey, 
P re sid e nt 
Wilson's 
home state. 
S ecretary Lansing annou nced th a t 
the reply to C arranza s note d e m a nd ­ 
ing w ithdrawal of the Am erican forces 
from Mexico will be sent today. 
It 
will be delivered in person to Minis­ 
ter 
Arrendondo and 
will 
refu se to 
comply with the d em and of Carranza. 
The Mexican go vernm ent presented 
to th e state d epa rtm e nt, throu gh Ar­ 
rendondo, the Mexican version of the 
clash at Mazatlan b e tw e e n American 
blu ejackets 
and 
Mexican 
forces, 
m 
which one American sailor and a nu m ­ 
ber of Mexicans were wou nded. 
Officials of the Am erican govern­ 
m ent are awaiting with considerable 
concern the effect 
on 
the Mexican 
governm ent of P re sid e nt W ilson’s ac­ 
tion in calling ou t su bstantially the 
entire national gu ard of the cou ntry 
for service on the Mexican border. 
Despite the fact th a t the text of the 
official call m akes it plain that its 
pu rpose is merely to provide for the 
defense of American territory, it is 
regarded 
as 
possible th a t Carranza 
might seize u pon it a s a pretext for a j 
declaration of war. 
That this is regard ed as entirely 
possible is conceded by officials in the 
light of their growing conviction that 
C arranza s entire cou rse of action in 
recent w eeks has been framed with 
the idea of forcing a w a r with the 
United States as the last expedient 
rem aining to him as a m e a ns of u nit­ 
ing the factions in Mexico behind him. 
F e a r For Am ericans In 
Mexico. 
Apprehension .c o ntinu e s 
to 
exist 
concerning the safety 
of the 5,000 
Americans still in Mexico, and par­ 
ticu larly the 1,000 in Mexico City. Ad­ 
m itting 
th a t popu lar 
excitement 
in 
Mexico was steadily increasing, offi­ 
cials of the state d e pa r tm e nt declared 
th at no steps were being taken to 
safegu ard the A m ericans in Mexico 
City beyond renewed w arnings to them 
to leave the cou ntry. 
It is explained 
that, despite the possibility of attacks 
on these Americans in the capital, it 
will be fu tile to expect an American 
force to get to Mexico City in less 
than tw o m o nth s’ time, or th a t a force 
of less th an 
1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
m e n cou ld reach 
the city in that time. 
Then, it was 
argu ed, it wou ld be too late. 
Steps are being ta k e n as rapidly as 
possible to send a rm y and navy t r a ns ­ 
ports to east and w e s t coast points 
for the 
pu rpose 
of tak ing off any 
American refu gees who might he at 
these points. 
Special provision is be­ 
ing m ade for the safety of the Am eri­ 
cans and other foreigners at Tampico 
and for the protection of the oil prop­ 
erties 
there. 
A pproximately 
2,000 
Americans are at T am pico and the 
British governm ent h a s been particu ­ 
larly concerned for the safety of the 
British oil wells, from w’hich Great 
Britain's navy is now getting the hu lk 
of fu el oil being u sed by the English 
navy. 
It was explained t h a t if it wou ld be­ 
come necessary eventu ally to blockade 
the Mexican ports in order to prevent 
arm s and ammu nition from reaching 
the 
Mexicans, 
exceptions 
cou ld 
be 
made in the case of oil shipments 
leaving Tampico. 


The state de pa rtm e nt had no con­ 
firmation concerning the manifestos 
reported to have been issu ed to Mex­ 
ican popu lace by General Tevino arid 
Gonzales, calling on them to enlist for 
the defense of Mexico against 
the 
United States. 
C o ntrary to the view held, more or 
less generally in state and war d epart­ 
m ent circles, that it is only a qu estion 
of time before th< 
United States is 
fighting the whole of Mexico, in qu art­ 
ers « lose to the administration, 
the 
hope is expressed th a t the president's 
action 
in 
calling 
ou t 
the 
national 
gu ard may serve to call Carranza’s 
blu ff. 


It is said in these qu a rte rs that the 
vital factor in fhe situ ation Is the a t­ 
titu de of Carranza and the extent to 
which it m ay be Influ enced by a real­ 
ization that the United States is pre­ 
pared 
to intervene shou ld he 
force

The belief is expressed 
th a t the Mexican execu tive will back 
down long before a nything like ge n­ 
eral hostilities occu r. 
The presid ent’s close friends appe a r 
to be relying on inform ation which 
th ey have received th a t the Mexican 
popu lation as a whole is more a pa ­ 
thetic than has been represented and 
th a t the anti-Am erican 
feeling 
h a s 
been largely the work of professional 
agitators. 
In view of this a ttitu d e a ssu m e d by 
close friends of the president, it is 
said, that from now on the program 
will depend from day to day on d e­ 
velopm ents in Mexico. 
For th a t r e a ­ 
son it is regarded as u nlikely that 
any of the national gu ard, or at least 
any considerable nu m b e r of the state 
troops will be sent to the border u n­ 
less the situ ation grow s more seriou s 
th a n it now is. 
T h e war d e pa r tm e nt received from 
General Fu nston a re po rt to the effect 
t h a t conditions generally along the 
bo rd er seemed mu ch qu ieter as a r e ­ 
su lt of the president's action in call­ 
ing ou t the national gu ard. 
No estim ate has yet been su b m it­ 
ted to Secretary of W a r B aker of the 
probable cost of mobilizing th e na ­ 
tional gu ard and placing them in the 
federal service with pay. 
As soon as 
su ch an e stim ate is available, how ­ 
ever, congress will be asked to pass 
an 
em ergency appropriation 
bill 
to 
cover the expense. 
It is known that 
millions of dollars will be requ ired.

After the fall of Czernowitz, capital 
of the Bu kowina. officially annou nced 
by Petrograd, and adm itted by Vienna, 
General Bru siloff’s forces swept across 
the Pru th and are now’ “energetically 
advancing tow a rd the river Sereth. ’i 
This river com es nearest to Czerno-1 
witz at the fortified city of S to r z yne tz ,, 
defended 
by a strategic bridgehead 
similar, thou gh less powerfu l, to that 
of Czernowitz. 
At this bridgehead,' 
abou t th iite e n miles to the sou thwest 
of Czernowitz, the Au stro-Hu ngarians 
are expected to m ake their last stand 
to escape the only alternative of flee­ 
ing into th e C arpath ian mou ntains.

When the story of Woodrow Wilson 
sha ll come to be written historia ns no 
doubt will divide his life into four pe­ 
riods- forty-six yea rs of study of gi>v- 
em inent a nd prepa ra tion; eight yea rs 
of experience us executive hea d of a 
university, fitting him for a ction; three 
yea rs in the pra ctica l field of politics 


in winning the governorship of New 
J ersey a nd conducting the a ffa irs of 
tha t office, a nd fina lly the a dministra ­ 
tion of the presidency of the United 
Sta tes 
The key to Woodrow Wilson’s 
ca reer is found in tha t ma jor division 
of forty-six yea rs devoted to prepa ra ­ 
tion. 
To understa nd him he must be 
thought of a s a ma n w ho lia s gone 
through such a tra ining a nd is a n in- 
defa tiga ! do worker. 
Born In Virginia . 
Woodrow Wilson wa s born in Sta un­ 
ton. \ a ., on i >ec. 28 , 18 5(5, tlie son of 
J oseph it. a nd .lessife Woodrow Wil­ 
son. 
The stock is Scotch-Irish. 
The 
ea rly yea rs of his life were spent in 
South Ca rolina a nd Georgia , where his 
fa ther, a minister of the Presbyteria n 
church, ha d cha rges, a nd a t seventeen 
he wa s sent to Da vidson college. 
Two 
yea rs la ter he went north to enter 
Princeton a nd wa s gra dua ted in 1S79 . 
At college he wa s a prime fa vorite 
with his fellow s—not overstudious, a s 
one ma y judge from his ra nk of forty- 
first In a cla ss of 122. 
From Princeton Wilson went to the 
University 
of 
Virginia . 
There 
he 
studied la w for one yea r. 
From Vir­ 
ginia Wilson went to Atla nta a nd there 
sought to eke out a living by selling 
his knowledge of la w to clients. 
The 
clients did not com e—not a ltogether to 
Wilson’s disma y, for he w a s not inter­ 
ested in the pra ctice of la w, but in its 
principles—a nd a yea r la ter found him 
a t J ohns Ilopklns university. 
In 18 8 5 
he published Ids book, “ Congressiona l 
Government—A Study of Government 
by Committee.” 
This is now la rgely 
used a s a textbook in colleges a nd 
gra dua te schools in this country. 
His Two Ma rria ges. 
In tlic sum m er of 18 8 5, just before 
ta king up his work a s professor a t 
Bryn Ma wr, he ma rried 
Miss Ellen 
Louise Axson of Sa va nna h. 
Mrs. Wil­ 
son died a t the White H ouse Aug. 0, 
19 14, a nd the president ma rried Dec. 
18 , 19 15, Mrs 
Edith Bolling Ga lt of 
Wa shington. 
The president ha s three 
da ughters — Miss Ma rga ret Woodrow 
Wilson, Mrs. Fra ncis B ow es Sa yre a nd 
Mrs. Willia m Gibbs McAdoo, wife of 
the secreta ry of the trea sury. 
Wilson entered the fa culty of Prince­ 
ton university in 1 n«mi a nd w a s ma de 
professor of politica l economy a nd ju­ 
risprudence. la ter of jurisprudence a nd 
politics. 
In 19 02, upon the dea th ot 
the Rev. Dr. Fra ncis L. Pa tton, he wa s 
elected president of Princeton univer­ 
sity. 
He w a s the first ma n not a cler­ 
gyma n to hold tha t office. 
For eight yea rs ho served tha t uni­ 
versity a s its hea d a nd w a s consta nt­ 
ly voted the most popula r ma n on the 
fa culty, while his courses were voted 
both difficult a nd popula r.

All three were

coats.

“ The crew just went to their sta j 
tions, obeyed orders and did their best 
to get out the boats, but that was tm 
possible.

were got out were smashed.

left the ship.

FEVER IN SOUTH AMERICA

Gorgas 
Heads 
Commission 


Sent by Rockefeller Foundation. 


The international health board of 
the Rockefeller foundation lias consti­ 
tuted a yellow fever commission con­ 
sisting of the following: General W il­ 
liam C. Gorgas, U. S. A., chairman; 
Dr. Ile n ry II. Gai ter, clinician (of U n it­ 
ed States public health service); Dr. 
Juan Guiteras, clinician and general 
adviser (head of public health service 
of Cuba and authority on yellow fe v e r);: 
Dr. C. G. Lyster, clinician; Dr. Eugene I 
R. W hitm ore, pathologist; L>r. W illiam , 
D. W right son, sanitary engineer; Har- 
ry II. Wakefield, secretary. 
To undertake this work General Gor-« 
gas 
h a s obtained leave of absence 1 
from the United States arm y for four J 
months. 
The commission sailed recently on 
the 
steamer 
Alinirante 
for 
a 
trip J 
to various points in South America 
where yellow’ fever is still supposed to 
exist. 
Its purpose w ill l>e to gather 
inform ation and report upon the feasi­ 
bility of i campaign for the complete 
eradication of the disease wherever It 
is still to be found. 
The commission w ill go first to Ca­ 
racas, Venezuela, and then to Colon, 
Panam a. 
Grossing the isthmus, it w ill 
sail down the west coast of South 
Amerii a. stopping at various points, 
especially Guayaquil, Ecuador, 


The commission w ill sail around the 
south coast of Smith Am erica and then 
stop at various points in Brazil. 
P a r­ 
ticular investigation w ill be made of 
conditions in Manaos, Pernambuco aud 
Bahia, in Brazil. 
The 
opening 
of

has 
wrought radical changes in trade rela­ 
tio ns. 
Countries and ports between 
which there has been little or no ex­ 
change are to he brought into close 
relation. 
Pestholes of infection that have been 
relatively harmless because of their 
isolation a re going to be on or near 
the world's highway of commerce and 
travel. 
It is nx-ognized |>y sanitarians that 
if the infection should once be intro­ 
duced into the orient, with its dense 
population of nonimmuues, the ill re­ 
sulting from it would be Incalculable.
